1. During the period 19-28 Apr 1987, in observance of National 

Coin Week, the undersigned placed on displayed at the Barksdale 

Air Force Base Library an array of United States Coinage, World 

Coins, and Offical US Mint Commemorative Medals. Featured on 

display was a 1900 Lafayette Commemorative Dollar (MS-60 ANA Certified), 
1937-D "3 Legged" Buffalo Nickel (MS-63), and a selection of 

World Crowns and Olympic coins. The display contained handouts 

on ANA memberships, the ANA Library, and information on this years 
theme "Currency Worth Noting". 


2. Barksdale AFB is located next to Shreveport and Bossier City, 
Louisiana, and has a base population of 5,400 military and 1,500 
civil employees.
